Allowable Subject Matter 

2. After a further search and a thorough examination of the present application and 
in light of the Applicant's arguments and in light of the prior art made of record, claims 1- 
48 are found to be in condition for allowance. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

The claims are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited reference taken 
individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose a VSB communication system 
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comprising a VSB reception system for detecting multiplexing information from a 
multiplexed data field, decoding the multiplexed data field by using the detected 
multiplexing information, and demultiplexing the multiplexed data field into MPEG data 
and supplemental data based on a multiplexed rule determined in response to the 
number of supplemental data packets indicated in the multiplexed information. 

It is noted that the closest prior art of record (Knutson et al. US Patent no. 
6788710) teaches a similar VSB communication system, however, Knutson fails to 
particularly teach or suggest "detecting multiplexing information from a multiplexed data 
field, decoding the multiplexed data field by using the detected multiplexing information, 
and demultiplexing the multiplexed data field into MPEG data and supplemental data 
based on a multiplexed rule determined in response to the number of supplemental data 
packets indicated in the multiplexed information" as specified in the claims.
